Claims 1-27 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest any of the embodiments as specifically set forth in 
the claims. 



The invention described in independent claims 1 and 22 relates to a crossl inked foam 
which has an inner-cavity structure, and a process of forming the same. 



Comparing claims 1 and 22 with D1-D2. the subject matter of these claims differs from 
the teachings of D1-D2 in that it includes an inner-cavity structure of an arbitrarily 
shaped surface. According to the present invention, the density of the molded body can be 
differentiated depending on the portions and the manufacture of a molded body having 
various characteristics and fimctions can be possible with the only one step of expanding. 

Therefore, the subject matter of independent claims 1 and 22 is considered to be novel 
and to involve an inventive step,* consequently, the subject matter of dependent claims 
2-21. 23-27 is also novel and inventive.
